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County-wide fire district in planning stages

Three representatives from Hickman 
County Fire and Rescue attended a 
meeting of the Hickman County Fiscal 
Court Thursday night to discuss the 
need for a county-wide fire district. 

Curtis Weatherford addressed the 
fiscal court and explained that Hickman 
County Fire and Rescue Squad are 
in a tough position financially. He 


explained that volunteers even had to 
pay out of their pockets at times to put 
diesel fuel in the rescue vehicle. 

“We’re having trouble keeping the 
lights on,” he explained. 

Weatherford presented the 
magistrates with a plan that he said 
would alleviate the financial stress that 
the organization is under. He explained 
that it is the belief of volunteer rescue 
personnel that the HCFR should make 


the transition from a voluntary dues- 
funded operation to a taxing district. 

The plan he laid out was for the 
Clinton City Fire Protection District, 
the Columbus Volunteer Fire District, 
and Hickman County Fire and Rescue 
to merge into one county-wide entity 
and levy a one-percent property tax on 
residents. 

He explained that in 2014, the 
Clinton City Fire Protection District 


collected $24,327 in fire taxes, while 
the Columbus Volunteer Fire District 
collected $18,387. He predicts, 
through research from the Hickman 
County PVA’s office, that merging to a 
county-wide fire district would raise an 
additional $168,526, bringing the total 
collected to an estimated $211,240. 

Under the plan, Columbus and 
Clinton residents would pay no more 
in taxes than they are currently, since 


they are already paying a fire district 
tax. 

Hickman County residents outside 
the Clinton or Columbus city limits 
would see a slight increase in 
their annual property tax bill, but 
Weatherford explained that in many 
cases the homeowner’s insurance 
would decrease more than the bill

Falcons beat Carlisle 
before homecoming crowd

The Hickman County High School 
gym was packed to capacity Friday 
night as members of the community 
gathered to watch the Falcons take 
on the Carlisle County Comets on 
homecoming night, and the Falcons 
did not disappoint. 

Having beaten the Falcons in a tight 
70-68 game on December 12, Comet 
fans were full of confidence bordering 
on arrogance as they filed into the 
stadium.

minor offense are responsible, law-

“The C.A.T.S. program 
will help them avoid the higher fines 
and court costs associated with minor 
tickets.” Through the program, those 
who qualify based on their criminal 
history will pay $125 and pass an online 
driver’s education course, after which 
the charges will be dropped. The prior

Jail to 
contract 
locally with 
Dr. Smith

Frustrated with poor service and 
the lack of physician availability, the 
Hickman County Detention Center will 
soon contract with Dr. Bruce Smith in 
Clinton for medical services. 

Currently, the detention center 
contracts with Advanced Correctional 
Healthcare, based out of Peoria, 
Ill. Hickman County Detention 
Center pays Advanced Correctional 
Healthcare approximately $3,800 per 
month, according to Hickman County 
Jailer Chad Barber. This monthly 
fee includes medical supplies and 
prescriptions. 

The jail will only be required to 
pay Dr. Smith $900 per month for

Hickman County Sheriff Mark 
Green and Deputy Dennis McDaniel 
attended Thursday night’s meeting of 
the Hickman County Fiscal Court and 
asked the court to consider purchasing 
new vehicles for the sheriff’s 
department. 

Green and McDaniel told the 
magistrates that one of the cruisers 
currently in use is a 2008 model with 
more than 200,000 miles on it. 

“This vehicle isn’t safe to put on 
the road, especially with an inmate,” 
Green said. 

The other cruiser is a 2009 model 
with 120,000 miles. 

Green discussed the possibilities of 
buying new versus used vehicles. He 
said he had found a 2013 model with 
49,500 miles for $17,500 from the 
Kansas Highway Patrol. 

A new 2015 Dodge Charger could 
be purchased from Freedom Dodge at 
the state contract price of $25,300. In 
either case, equipment would have to

who were young drivers; they 
were quick to remind us that 
one little speeding ticket could 
make a big difference in the 
premium,” he said.

physician services. While the 
jail will have to pay separately 
for prescriptions, it is still 
estimated that the detention 
center will save a substantial 
sum each month, in addition to 
receiving higher quality service. 

“I think this is really going 
to save them some money,” Dr. 
Smith said Monday. “The whole 
idea is to keep the patients out 
of the emergency room.” 

Dr. Smith explained that the 
emergency room trips often 
amount to bills more than 
$1,000 for a routine procedure 
that he could perform on-site or 


in his office. 

In addition to routine weekly 
visits to the jail, Dr. Smith will 
allow inmates to come into his 
office for certain procedures 
including the draining of a boil, 
laceration repair, or a complete 
physical. 

“They have a medical 
examination room at the jail but 
it’s small,” he said. 

In these cases, Barber said 
that inmates would be restrained 
and enter through the back door 
of the office, so as not to disturb 
those waiting in the lobby.

be added to the vehicle at a cost 
of $9,000. 

McDaniel explained that the 
new vehicle would come with a 
3 year-36,000 mile bumper-to- 
bumper warranty and a 100,000 
mile warranty on the drive train. 

Both Green and McDaniel 
said they would like to see the 
county get on a schedule where 
they bought a new vehicle every 
few years, selling the used ones 
while they would still be of use 
to smaller agencies. 

The $9,000 equipment cost 
would only be a one-time 
expense, since the department 
will have to make the transition 
from Ford to Dodge. Green 


said that Ford Crown Victorias, 
which they currently use, are no 
longer available. 

The magistrates asked Green 
to put all of the information 
on paper and submit to them 
so that they can make a more 
informed decision at their 
February meeting, scheduled 
for Thursday, Feb. 12 at 6 p.m. 

In Hickman County, the fiscal 
court owns the vehicles used by 
the sheriff’s office and pays for 
repairs and maintenance and 
gas, while the sheriff’s office 
pays the fiscal court $0.41 
per mile that the vehicles are 
driven.

would increase. The decrease 
in insurance premiums would 
be the result of a lower ISO 
rating that would result from 
the pulling of resources and 
improved capabilities from the 
new fire district. 

Weatherford produced a case 
study from a sample property 
near Fulgham. This property 
currently requires annual 
property taxes of $389.34. If a 
county-wide fire district were 
adopted and the one-percent tax 
levied, this resident’s annual tax 
bill would increase to $431.34 - 
an increase of $42 per year. 

The study says that if 
the merger occurs, the fire 
departments would undergo 
a water tanker shuttle test to 
lower the fire ISO protection 
class. Currently the county 
classification is a class 9. 
Weatherford believes that the 
new fire district would pass the 
test necessary to be decreased 
to a class 7. 

The resident in the study 
currently pays $782.22 
in annual premiums for 
homeowners insurance. If the 
ISO classification decreased 
from 9 to 7, the insurance 
premiums would be $704.97, or 
$77.36 less than before, more 
than offsetting the increase in 
property tax. 

Weatherford also pointed 
out that moving to a county¬ 
wide fire district would save 
the fiscal court $8,000 per year, 
since the fiscal court pays for 
the rescue squad’s insurance, a 
courtesy that would no longer 
be necessary. 

All three magistrates and 
Hickman County Judge/ 
Executive verbally expressed 


their approval of the merger, 
though this is not something the 
fiscal court will vote on. 

Legal authority to merge 
the fire districts is spelled out 
in KRS 75.020. The statute 
explains that if the trustees of 
each fire district involved in 
the merger agree to the merger, 
they can file a joint petition to 
the county clerk’s office. Notice 
of the petition would then be 
placed in this newspaper. 

On the day fixed in the notice, 
if no written objection has been 
received, the county judge/ 
executive shall enter an order 
merging the fire protection 
districts. 

Prior to the day fixed in the 
notice, if 51 percent of the 
property owners in the proposed 
fire district can remonstrate by 
written petition to the county 
clerk regarding their objection 
to the merger. If this happens, 
there is to be a public hearing. 
After the public hearing, the 
county judge may still enter an 
order granting the merger of the 
districts into one fire protection 
district if he determines that 
failure to merge the territory 
will “retard the functioning of 
the volunteer fire department 
districts and materially affect 
adversely the owners and the 
inhabitants of the territory 
sought to be merged.” 

After the meeting, 
Weatherford said that the fire 
departments would have an 
attorney draft a petition to 
merge and submit it to County 
Clerk Jimbo Berry.

The stated reasoning for moving it to the 
third Monday was because Jan. 15 fell too 
close to Christmas and New Year’s Day. We 
all know those people that we pay to work in 
Congress love long weekends and prefer to 
have federal holidays on Mondays. 

Some states started out with Civil Rights 


Day to honor the entire movement but all 
changed it to Martin Luther King, Jr Day. 

King became a Baptist Preacher in 
Montgomery, Ala in 1954. He gained 
national prominence in 1956 when he 
convinced the bus lines in Montgomery to 
desegregate their bus runs. 

He was awarded the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1964. 

I remember the day (April 4, 1968) when 
he was shot and killed as he stood on the 
balcony of the Lorraine Motel (since 1991 
a civil-rights museum) in Memphis. It 
was all over the television news. He was 
there campaigning for striking sanitation 
workers and was supposed go from there 
to Washington, D.C. to be a part of a Poor 
People’s march. 

Most larger cities have a major 
thoroughfare named after King and many 
have at least one public school named in his 
honor. 

Ever so often a person comes along who 
makes a major impact on people’s lives. Dr. 
King made a positive impact and I believe he 
will always be remembered. ••

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New Leadership, new ideas 


W e are now a couple of weeks 

into the 2015 and are beginning 
to get a look at what the newly 
elected leadership means for 
Hickman County. And what have I seen so 
far? Fresh ideas. 

Having new people in 
leadership positions across 
county government has 
its ups and downs. The 
men and women who led 
the county until now did 
a fine job, and when I 
commend the new crop of 
leadership, I don’t mean 
any offense to the former. 
The idea is that they are 
not necessarily better or 
worse, but different. They 
are less experienced, and I’m sure some 
administrative mistakes will be made. But 
that lack of experience also means they are 
not entrenched in the way things have always 
been done. In addition to new ideas, the 
new leadership is also embracing concepts 
that were brought up before but never been 
brought to fruition. Here are a few of the 
things I’m referring to: 

Though he actually took office in October, 
Hickman County Jailer Chad Barber is 
among the crop of newly elected officials. 
Barber had a bad experience with the 
company that the jail has been contracting 
with for healthcare: Advanced Correctional 
Healthcare. He began to look at other 
options, and discovered that he could 
contract locally with Dr. Bruce Smith for 
the same (actually better) services for $900 
per month, instead of the $3,800 per month 
that was paid to Advanced. The jail will have 
to pick up the tab on perscriptions, but the 
savings are still substantial - up to $35,000 
or more for the year. The biggest savings, 
though, will be on the emergency room trips 
that will no longer be necessary. Dr. Smith’s 
contract is expected to drastically reduce 
the frequency of trips to the ER for inmates, 
which will save thousands more. 

Another new idea, as seen on page 1, is 
the creation of a driving school program 
to lighten the load for the day-to-day law 
abiding citizens that got caught going 10 
miles per hour over the speed limit while 
changing the radio station or deep in thought. 


Now, it seems that drivers will be able to 
repent of their sins and have the black spot 
removed from their record. And it looks like 
more money will stay in Hickman County as 
opposed to going to Frankfurt with so much 
more of our money. Hats off to Mr. Batts for 
the C.A.T.S. program. 

One thing that is not new, but is now being 
pursued in a serious manner, is the county¬ 
wide fire district (more info on page 1). This 
is something that seemingly should have 
been done years ago. The fact is that some 
people didn’t like it and some people still 
won’t like it, especially those who enjoy the 
low ISO ratings that come from living in the 
city without paying city or fire district taxes. 
That’s just too bad for the people that live 
way out there and depend on voluntary dues 
to protect their homes from the flames. 

The truth is that there is never going to 
be a solution that makes everyone happy. 
Unless someone wins a lottery and creates a 
multi-million trust for Hickman County Fire 
and Rescue (unlikely), a tax will have to be 
levied. The voluntary dues system is great in 
concept, the problem is that no one seems to 
pay them.... 

A county-wide taxing fire district is the 
inevitable future. The only question left to 
answer is how long to wait. How long do 
we want to suffer unnecessarily high home- 
owners insurance premiums and watch 
our volunteer rescue personnel struggle to 
extinguish our flames with faulty equipment? 
How long do we want to watch those 
volunteers take money out of their pocket - 
food off their table - to put gas in the public 
emergency response vehicle so they can go 
save someone else’s life or property? 

Maybe if the volunteers decided they 
didn’t want to volunteer anymore, attitudes 
would change. But that isn’t going to happen, 
because that’s not the kind of people they 
are. Now the idea of them falling on hard 
times financially and not having the money 
in their own personal bank account to fuel 
the truck... that’s a real possibility. 

All three magistrates and Judge Wilson 
have verbalized their approval of the merged 
county-wide district. Hats off to them for 
that, and my hat is off to the volunteers 
who spent the time to do the research they 
presented to the fiscal court Thursday night.

On the first day of the 114th 
Congress, the House passed an 
important measure to safeguard 
Social Security as part of its 
rules package. 

The rule, offered by the 
Chairman of the Subcommittee 
on Social Security Sam Johnson 
(TX-03), prohibits the transfer 
of funds from Social Security’s 
retirement program (OASI) to 
the Social Security disability 
program (SSDI) unless Congress 
enacts legislation to address and 
improve the program’s long¬ 
term finances. 

For far too long, lawmakers 
and other parties have used 
OASI as a slush fund to bailout 
DI, which is expected to become 
insolvent in 2016. Over the years, 
individuals enduring financial 
hardship have been increasingly 
allowed to rely upon SSDI 
at the expense of those truly 
disabled. The real problem is a 
considerable lack of accountable 
and appropriate controls over

Filing FAFSA early gives students better 
chance at state grants 

FRANKFORT, Ky. (Jan. 6, 2015) — Kentucky students planning to attend an in-state college or 
university this fall should file the 2015-2016 Free Application for Federal Student Aid (FAFSA) as soon 
as possible. Filing early increases a student’s chance of receiving a state need-based grant administered 
by the Kentucky Higher Education Assistance Authority (KHEAA). The FAFSA is available at www. 
fafsa.gov. 

A student attending a college or university in Kentucky may qualify for a College Access Program 
(CAP) Grant. To qualify, a student must show financial need and be enrolled at least half-time toward 
an associate’s or bachelor’s degree. 

A student attending a Kentucky private college or university may qualify for a Kentucky Tuition 
Grant (KTG) in addition to a CAP Grant. To qualify for KTG, a student must show financial need and 
be enrolled full-time. 

Funding for CAP and KTG is limited, with awards made on a first-come, first-served basis. Award 
amounts for the 2015-16 academic year will be set in the spring.
